Loses Bid To Recover 
$900 Gambling Money 

Circuit Judge I. H, Streeper Ji 
expected to sign a court order 
early this week instructing Alton 
Police Chief John Heafner to turn 
over to the county treasurer’s of¬ 
fice the sum of $900 which wai 
confiscated from Wardell Young, 
West Madison tavern operator, in 
a raid on an Alton dice game a 
year ago. 

The money had been held in 
escrow by Sheriff Barney Fraun- 
dorf until last Friday when the 
sheriff gave the money to Heaf¬ 
ner under an order signed by 
Judge Streeper late in Novem¬ 
ber.

Wrong Perspective 
The danger of riches is that 
men shall set their hearts upon 
them and forget God. 

This Is vividly illustrated by 
Jesus In the parable of the rich 
fool. When his fields brought 
forth In such a^dance that his 
bams were In^equate to store 
the Increase, me determined to 
tear down the4ld bams and build 


larger ones. Then he would take 
it easy. 

He had no thought for God or 
for needy fellow-men. He would 
spend it upon himself eating, 
drinking and making merry. His 
abundance was his downfall. 

We, too, need the instruction of 
the wise man, for today many 
are living in abundance and lux¬ 
ury, giving no thought to the 
need oftheir souls or to the needs 
of others. They are forgetting the 
God who has blessed them with 
so much. 

Privations Of Poverty 

On the other hand, the priva¬ 
tions suffered because of poverty 
tempt men to be dishonest and to 
steal. This, too, will dam the 
soul and ruin the life. 

Jesus taught us to pray, "Give 
us this day our daily bread," and 
he exhorts us to lay not up treas¬ 
ures on earth where moth and 
rust corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal, but to 
lay up treasures in heaven. 

Jesus said, “Seek ye first the 
kingdom of God and His right¬ 
eousness." If he will do so, our 
material needs will be supplied 
by a loving Heavenly Father.

SAFEGUARD YOUR HEALTH 


WHAT BLOOD PRESSURE 
READING INDICATES 

As part of your "physical,” 
the doctor has placed that pe¬ 
culiar rubber cuff around your 
arm. Inflated It and told you 
that your blood pressure is 120 
over 80. 

If you're like many persons, 
you probably don't know what 
your doctor means by that "120 
over 80." Nor, perhaps just what 
"high" and "Jow" blood pres¬ 
sure are, and why blood pressure 
readings are necessary. 

A blood pressure reading en¬ 
ables your doctor to study the 
dynamics of your heart and the 
elasticity of the blood vessels. 

The higher reading, called the 
systolic pressure, Indicates the 
maximum pressure your heart 
exerts when it compresses 
(squeezes down). The lower 
reading, known as the diastolic 
pressure, Indicates the minimum 
pressure your heart exerts when 
it is relaxed. 

Typical Reading 

In a young man. the systolic 
pressure is approximately 120 
and the diastolic pressure 80 (120 
/80). In a young woman, the 
reading Is usually 11.1/80. 

However by the time you 
reach 60, your systolic pressure 
may rise about 20 points and the 
diastolic 7—a reading considered 
fairly average at that age. 

If your pressure differs some¬ 
what from the above figures, it 
does not necessarily represent 
cause for alarm. 

. People who are overweight 
usually have a higher pressure— 


which is probably needed to cir¬ 
culate blood to their extra bulk. 
And thin people often have lower 
chan normal pressure. 

In fact, there is so much varia¬ 
tion within the range of good 
health that your systolic pres¬ 
sure would have to go well above 
143 consistently before your pres¬ 
sure is classified "high" or well 
below 100 before classified 
"Jow." 

Low Pressure Advantageous 

If you have low blood pressure, 
don’t worry. Unless the pressure 
is so low that your blood is not 
being circulated .sutficiencly, (t 
usually does not indicate ill 
health. If fact, if you have low 
blood pressure, statistically you 
have a better chance of living 
longer than average life. 

It you have high blood pres¬ 
sure, it could be caused by a 
number of conditions, such as 
kidney disease or malfunction of 
the adrenal glands (glands which 
secrete, among ocher hormones, 
one necessary to sClinulaCe the 
heart. 

More often, though, the pres¬ 
sure is chronically high for rea¬ 
sons not yet under.stood—a con¬ 
dition we refer to as essential 
hypertension. 

People with mild hypertension 
often live an average life span. 
However, it always represents a 
threat. One of the greatest dan¬ 
gers is that it could ultimately 
lead to heart failure by forcing 
the heart to work harder and 
harder, year after year. Under 
your doctor’s guidance, however, 
hypertension can be fairly well 
controlled, primarily through 
diet, medication and relaxation.

Under the Federal Highway 
Act of 1962, there must be-both a coordinated 
areawide plan for current road building and con¬ 
tinuous planning and data updating. 

Uniting of 16 governmental agencies in d»e 
council is even more significant than this, and not 
merely because it is unique. As the only compre¬ 
hensive' regional planning body formed since 
planning funds were appropriated by Congress this 
summer, iu $500,000 grant application this 
month will be a "first'* in the nation. 

In view of the strong backing by public offi¬ 
cials and the wide area and scope of its jurisdic¬ 
tion, the council has an opportunity to serve and 
improve this region in many ways, including such 
fields as land use', highways, population studies, 
economic development and possible water and air 
pollution abatement. 

$12,500 ‘Saving’ Too Costly 
To Madison County Government 

In establishing the I 966 budget at its Dec. 22 
meeting, the Madison County Board of Super¬ 
visors would be wise to include a proposed 
$12,500 allocation for updating county zoning and 
planning documents. 

Tha new budget is expected to be out of 
balance, but the finance committee’s proposed 
planning-zoning fund omission does not solve this 
problem. It would be far better to include the im¬ 
portant item in the budget, in case sufficient funds 
become available during the year, and then make 
every effort to economize so that there is enough 
money to proceed. 

Unincorporated area planning is one of the 
major topics confronting the county government, 
particularly since a recent court ruling increased 
county jurisdiction in municipal fringe areas. It 
would be extremely shortsighted to ignore it 
in the financial planning for the coming year. 

In fact, "saving " the $12,500 could become 
one of the costliest actions ever taken by Madison 
county supervisors. Not only would federal funds 
currently available to update zoning be lost, but 
large future grants for recreation and drainage 
programs could be jeopardized. 

Tho Bedsheets Were Expensive 

Illinois voters are being saved a big expense 
as well as much inconvettience as a result of the 
state representative reapportionment agreement. 
Even though tight controls lowered the $2,500,000 
estimated expenditure to $1,715,000, each "bed- 
sheet ballot" cast last year cost Illinois taxpayers 
3 7 cents. 


Encouraging Recognition Of Acute 
State Highway Financial Needs 

Gov. Kerner's recognition of the current 
state of the Illinois road fund it encouraging. He is 
aware that without additional revenue, the state 
construction program must be curtailed, causing 
available federal highway taxes to be forfeited in 
1966. 

This would be a calamity because of the 
many pressing road projects here and elsewhere 
in the state. A special legislative session should be 
called, with highway funds increased cither 
through higher vehicle license fees or a bigger gar- 

Nameoki road, the riverfront highway, the 
Broadway traffic underpass, Maryville road and 
access routes to Route 151 are examples of Quad- 
City highway improvements that cannot be post¬ 
poned for long without severely handicapping 
local and state economic growth.

What he 
does mean is that you can issue 
an order to him that he is to sell 
a stock when it falls to a specific 
price. 

Let's say you have bought 
Amalgamated Grommet some 
time ago at 53, and the price is 
now You give your broker a 
"stop order" to sell at 60. 

Should the stock drop in price, 
he will enter an order to sell the 
stock at 60. There is no guarantee 
you will get 60, because if there 
are no buyers at that figure he 
will sell to the next higher bid¬ 
der. 

You can give a sicv order good 
for one day of trading, for a week 


or G.T.C. (good till canceled). 

You can also issue the opposite 
of a st<9 order, for your broker 
to buy a stock at no more than 
a certain specified price. Say 
you're in the market for Amalga¬ 
mated Grommet and the price is 
56, but you're unwilling to pay 
that price. You can give your 
broker a "limit order” to buy a 
certain number of Amalgamated 
Grommet when and if the price 
drops, say, to 52.

Briggs Suggests New 
Courthouse for County 

Harry Bri^s, Nameoki tawn- 
ship supervisor, has recom¬ 
mended replacement of the Mad¬ 
ison county courthouse, which 
could accommodate a new county 
jail. 

He said a new state law per¬ 
mits a five-cent lax for counties 
to reconstruct or remodel county 
buildings. He said it could be 
financed through issuance of pen- 
eral obligation bonds. 

Briggs suggested that the 
courthouse committee consider 
the proposal to eliminate expense 
of repairs and remodeling the 
current structure. He also noted 
efforts by the county sheriff to 
obtain a new county jail. 

The supervisor also suggested 
that the county employ additional 
building inspectors as inspections 
by the Single county inspector are 
extremely slow and that a build¬ 
ing boom is under way in some 
unincorporated areas, especially 
in Nameoki township. 

He added that many residents 
are conducting small remodeling 
and repair projects without ob¬ 
taining building permits, and 
that the county is losing fees. He 
is expected to discuss the matter 
at the meeting of the county 
board of supervisors on Dec. 22.

The complaint 
claims actual damages of about
